First Shipment 
In Two Weeks 


The first shipment of flowers from 
the Buck Floral gardens made in two 
weeks was on Wednesday, when 900 
roses, 600 snap dragons and 2000 car­ 
nations were sent to Cincinnati and 
a similar shipment to Columbus. No 
word has been heard from them and 
it is not known w hether or not they 
were safely delivered. 
The flood conditions have affected 
tho floral gardens greatly, tho perish­ 
able flowers meaning an utter loss.
